ing. The homes were heated with 
steam distributed from central¬ 
ized heating plants. 

However, Sally Meredith in 
her “Our Neighbors” column of 
the Greenbelt Cooperator de¬ 
scribed the new homes as “quite 
attractive inside.” Although dif¬ 
fering from the original homes 
in some respects, she found them 
to be laid out in much the same 
way. “The one I saw had two 
bedrooms, living-room, kitchen, 
and bathroom. There is a very 
large closet—really as large as 
the kitchen—opening in the liv¬ 
ing-room, probably for coats, 
etc. The floors are hardwood 
throughout, except for the bath¬ 
room and kitchen, which ap¬ 
peared to be a sort of inlaid 
linoleum.”

As reported in last week’s Greenbelt News Review, 
this week marks the fiftieth anniversary of the occupancy 
of the Greenbelt Homes frame homes—originally known as 
the Defense Homes. On December 18, 1941, Edward Fowler 
of the Navy Department was officially welcomed by Mayor 
Allen Morrison, City Manager Roy Braden and others as 
the first occupant of a defense home. On that date, eight 
other families moved into these new homes, as well. Shortly, 
the first 152 of these homes, located in the vicinity of South¬ 
way and Ridge, would be occupied. 

Ultimately, 1,000 homes were Greenbelt housing exceeded the 


built at a cost of $4.5 million, 
including roads, miscellaneous 
buildings, and utility systems. 
The majority of the homes were 
located in the areas of the city 
called the “north end.” The de¬ 
fense homes, which outnumbered 
the original 885 homes in the 
model planned community, radi¬ 
cally altered the character of 
the little community. 

Greenbelt Chosen 

Construction was begun after 
the Farm Security Administra¬ 
tion had approved using Green¬ 
belt the previous February to 
locate the new homes. Greenbelt 
was chosen to save money, be¬ 
cause the federal government 
already owned the land and ade¬ 
quate utilities were in place. The 
homes were built by the Federal 
Works Administration under the 
authorization of the Lanham 
Act, a $150 million Congression¬ 
al bill. This was one of 43 de¬ 
velopments nation-wide provid¬ 
ing housing and related services 
for people in defense activities. 
The homes were considered to be 
temporary housing to be re¬ 
moved after the war time crisis. 


number of homes available. At 
the time, officials of Bolling Air 
Field in Washington indicated 
that that installation alone would 
need 300 housing units. 

Plain Design 

The design of the defense 
homes was very plain. Unlike 
the original planned community 
no garages were provided, there 
were no pedestrian underpasses 
and no inner walkways- The 
homes were of framed construc¬ 
tion with sidings of asbestos 
shingles and “rubberoid” roof¬ 


These “temporary” homes still 
remain in far better condition 
than many other homes built as 
permanent housing since that 
time. 

During the early 1980s, Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., the housing 
cooperative that purchased the 
defense homes from the federal 
government, undertook extensive 
rehabilitation, which included 
new independent heating sys¬ 
tems, extensive insulation, new 
windows, new vinyl siding and 
upgraded electrical wiring. 

Popular 

First made available to mili¬ 
tary and defense workers, the 
homes became popular residences 
for ex-GPs after the war. Many 
veterans lived here while at¬ 
tending the University of Mary¬ 
land under the G-I. Bill. Offer¬ 
ing some of the lowest cost hous¬ 
ing available in the Washington 
suburbs, the defense homes are 
popular residences for young 
families and singles and older 
persons living on pensions.

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Give a Cheer! 

This week the staff of the Greenbelt News Review joins 
the voices of our nation in celebration of the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the Bill of Rights — the first 10 Amendments to our 
Constitution. Of particular interest to us is the first amend¬ 
ment. 

Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom 
of speech, or of the press; or trie right of the 
people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a redress of grievances. 

We reflect with pride on our own contribution to this 
distinguished history. As purveyors of information about 
our community to our readers, we recall the quotation from 
a letter by Thomas Jefferson on the issue of the importance 
of a free press “. . . were it left to me to decide whether we 
should have a government without newspapers or news¬ 
papers without a government, I should not hesitate to 
prefer the latter.” 

In our 54 years of publishing this weekly newspaper, 
we have placed a high priority on providing fair and accur¬ 
ate accounts of the activities of our city government and 
other institutions, as well as creating a forum for free ex¬ 
change of ideas in our letters-to-the-editor columns. We like 
to believe that the newspaper has contributed in a positive 
way toward an informed public and quality governance in 
Greenbelt. 

In 1966. however, our involvement with the First 
Amendment was more direct. At that time, an angry 
developer, who outraged many citizens while negotiating 
with the city council for support of his development plans, 
sued the Greenbelt News Review and its president, the late 
Alfred M. Skolnik, for libel. The suit, if successful would 
have destroyed the paper. Skolnik, who saw the 'issue 
clearly, responded with courage, vigor and perseverance.. He 
was one of a very few who have had to meet a serious 
challenge to a basic freedom that people usually take for 
granted in this country. Strongly supported by the com¬ 
munity’s Freedom of the Press Committee during a four- 
year legal struggle, the newspaper and Skolnik were vindi¬ 
cated when the United States Supreme Court, in a unani¬ 
mous decision, ruled in favor of the paper. 

Justice Potter Stewart, who wrote the court’s opinion, 
agreed that the News Review was “performing its wholly 
legitimate function as a community newspaper when it 
published full reports of these public debates in its news 
columns.” To hold otherwise, the high court said, “would 
subvert the most fundamental meaning of a free press," 

This newspaper owes its very existence to the First 
Amendment. However, we do not stand alone—not even 
in Greenbelt. Because of the First Amendment, Rodney 
Roberts was able to choose not to go along with a plan 
unanimously adopted by the City Council to limit the loca¬ 
tion of election signs. Last January, a number of Greenbelt 
residents could come forward to speak against a very popu¬ 
lar war against Iraq without fear of reprisal, thanks to 
this important part of the Bill of Rights. And, in spite of 
our personal dislike and abhorrence, a former member of 
the Ku Klux Klan and Nazi sympathizer will have the right 
to run for President of the United States in Maryland. 

It is unlikely that any other event will have so much 
influence on the conduct of the world as those 10 brief 
paragraphs adopted two hundred years ago. Let us all give 
a cheer of recognition.

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Fire Marshall Warns 
About Christmas Fires 

Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J, Gabriele is once again 
reminding Marylanders to use 
caution and good common sense 
during the upcoming holiday 
season. The State Fire Marshal, 
in conjunction with local fire 
prevention officials, is asking 
citizens to practice fire safety 
during the holidays, to prevent 
potential problems that could 
lead to serious fires, injuries or 
deaths. 

The following tips are issued 
by the State Fire Marshal re¬ 
garding holiday fire safety: 

Christmas Trees — Select a 
Christmas Tree that is not dry, 
and is not shedding its need¬ 
les. 

—“Live" cut Christmas trees 
should be placed in water imme¬ 
diately after they are brought 
indoors, and should be checked 
daily for dryness. 

—Christmas trees should not 
be placed near furnace air vents, 
electric baseboard heaters, or any 
other heating source such as a 
woodstove or portable space 
heater. 

Holiday Lights and Decora¬ 
tions— 

—Use only Underwriters Lab¬ 
oratory (U.L.) or Factory Mu¬ 
tual labeled lighting on 

trees or in the homes, 

—Christmas lights and decora¬ 
tive lighting sets should be ex¬ 
amined for cracks or deteriorat¬ 
ed conditions before being used. 

—If a home is to be unoccu¬ 
pied for any length of time, the 
Christmas tree lights, and dec¬ 
orative lighting throughout the 
home should be turned-off. 

Commercial and Institutional 
Fire Safety Provisions— 

—The Office of the State Fire 
Marshal will not allow “live" or 
“fresh-cut” trees in these facili¬ 
ties, Only trees in a “balled" 
condition with roots protected by 
an earthen ball or artificial trees 
will be permitted in these build¬ 
ings and occupancies. 

The Fire Marshal warns that 
commercially available fire re¬ 
tardant treatments are not ap¬ 
propriate nor very effective for 
Christmas trees or other Christ¬ 
mas decorations such as wreaths 
and garlands.

SNOW REMOVAL IN GREENBELT 


WHEN THE SNOW STARTS FALLING 


Keeping the streets open for traffic is top priority to 
allow police, fire, ambulance and other emergency service 
vehicles to continue to provide necessary services and for citizens 
to safely travel to and from their destinations. 

The first step in clearing the snowfall is road and 
street salting. Main roads and city streets which are most heavily 
travelled year-round are salted first. Connecting public streets 
and public residential areas are then serviced. Private streets 
and areas are the responsibility of the homeowners. GHI courts 
are the responsibility of GHI. 

Snow removal operations begin when frozen 
precipitation starts falling. Deicing rock salt is spread on the 
roods and streets to melt the snow and ice. This continues until 
the surfaces are dear or it is no longer effective due to the depth 
of the snow. 

WHEN THE SNOWFALL CONTINUES 

When two or three indies of snow have accumulated 
and more is expected, snow is more effectively removed by 
plowing rather than by salting. Main roads and streets, 
connecting public thoroughfares and public residential streets 
will be plowed by the Public Works Department. Snow and ice 
dearing in private streets and areas is the responsibility of the 
homeowners. GHI clears their own courts. 

Our first priority is to open the main streets. These 
arterials are the key to maintaining a steady flow of traffic since 
most residents live within a few blocks of such routes. The 
snowplows then continue to all streets on the route to "open up" 
each one in sequence. If the storm intensity continues* the 
snowplows continue the same pattern to keep the routes open 
until the snowfall abates. The snowplows then begin to "widen 
out" all routes by pushing the accumulated snow back towards 
the curb line and dearing the intersections. 

Remember that our trained crews work around the 
dock during such storms to keep the roads open and passable. 
If there is a problem concerning road conditions, advise the 
Public Works Department at 474-8004. 

For fire or medical emergency, dial 911. The Greenbelt Police 
Emergency number is 474-5454; use the Police Non-Emergcncy 
number 474-7200 for all other police calls. 

AFTER THE SNOWSTORM ENDS 

Snow crews continue to monitor all roads for icy spots 
and areas where winds have redeposited the snow in traffic 


lanes. An application of salt (or salt mixed with sand) is applied 
so the riding surface will remain drivable. Crews are dispatched 
to dear road drain inlets and catch basins so that melting snow 
can run off. 

You may wish to avoid a potential problem and also 
be of assistance to your neighbors by deaning off a catch basin 
inlet or shoveling out a nearby fire hydrant. 

HELPING US HELP 

A heavy snowstorm can disrupt the normal flow of 
everyday living and be a frustrating experience. These tips can 
help eliminate some of that frustration: 

BE PREPARED 

Before it snows remember the past years* problems 
and try to prevent them in advance. If you shovel your own 
snow, have your tools and supplies handy. Shovels, 
snowblowers, and rock salt should be ready before the season. 
If you hire someone to do the job for you, make those 
arrangement early; its tough to find someone in the middle of 
the storm. 

If you have a driveway-use it. This protects your car 
from being splashed by salt spray, becoming plowed in, or being 
struck by a skidding vehide. The more cars off the street, the 
better the job we can do. 

If you don’t have a driveway-pi ease coordinate with 
your neighbors and park'as dose to the curb as possible on the 
even-numbered side of the street until the odd-numbered tide 
has hero plowed. You should then relocate your vehide to the 
odd-numbered tide so we can plow the even-numbered tide. 

Plan alternate ways to travel to main routes and to 
and from your place of employment. 

Make arrangements to have adequate food supplies on 
hand. Keep flashlights, a battety-powered radio, spare batteries, 
and a windup dock on hand in case of a power failure. If you 
use candies when the lights go out, get the long-lasting kind and 
have sturdy holders for them. Of course, be extremely careful 
about open flames and fire hazards. 

BR CAREFUL 

When shoveling out the mouth of your driveway, 
throw die snow to the tide or "downstream". Do not throw it 
into the road-it will only be redeposited when the snowplow 
conies around again. Also, a patch of snow or ice on a dear 
road will cause a hazardous condition. 

Remember, snow shoveling is hard work, Don*! 
overexert yourself and strain muscles that aren’t used to 


strenuous exercise. Be aware of the stress that is put on your 
cardiovascular system. Don’t become a victim of a stroke or 
heart attack. Also, be aware of cold injury, hypothermia (loss of 
body-heat) and the effects of frostbite. 

Most of all, use good judgment and plain old common 

sense. 

LISTEN FOB SNOW ALERTS 

l/ocal news media will announce approaching storms 
and broadcast information on school dosings and meeting 
cancellations. They will also note road dosings and reroutings. 
The City broadcasts important information for residents on 
Greenbelt Municipal Government Television, Cable Channel B- 
10 . 

BBFATTENT 

Please don’t go out during or immediately after a 
snowstorm unless it is truly necessary. Crews have many hours 
of hard work to complete their snow dearing operations and less 
traffic on the road means that we will be able to dear more 
quickly and completely. 

It is each homeowners responsibility to dear snow and 
ice from his/her own sidewalk for the safety and convenience of 
pedestrians. The law requires that this be done within 48 hours 
after the snow has fallen. Also, please be considerate of the trash 
collection crews and clear a path to your garbage can area. They 
will appreciate your thoughtfulness. 

Remember, whether it is your driveway and sidewalk 
for which you are responsible, or the many miles of City streets 
for which we are responsible, snow removal is an arduous and 
time consuming job. Please understand the City cannot shovel 
ridges or windrows from your driveway that were left by the 
snowplow, nor can we plow private property. 

If you have already called about a legitimate driving 
hazard, please don’t call a second time. We will get to it as soon 
as possible. The employees of the Greenbelt Public Works 
Department are loyal and dedicated to serve the citizens of our 
City. We appreciate your understanding and cooperation. 

We will do our best job-to do the best job-tha! we 
can humanly do for you.

Circuit Court Acts On Sex Offense Cases 


On December 2. County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Steven I. Platt 
ordered that former Greenbelt 
CARES counselor Paul Fischetti 
be given a suspended six-month 
jail sentence and serve six 
months on home detention. Judge 
Platt also placed Fischetti on five 
years probation and ordered him 
to undergo psychological coun¬ 
seling. 

Fischetti had been indicted by 
the Prince Georges Grand Jury 
on April 16. 1991 on charges 
that included fondling an 11- 
year-old girl whom he was coun¬ 
seling. Later, two adult women 
he had also counseled reported 
that they had been victims of 
sexual offenses. 


At his September 30 trial a 
plea bargain agreement was ne¬ 
gotiated- In exchange for no 
trials of the cases involving the 
child and the women, Fischetti 
said, he would accept Judge 
Platt’s sentence on December 2. 
In agreeing to the plea bargain, 
Fischetti did not concede guilt 
on the two charges of sexual 
offense involving the adult wo¬ 
men but admitted that the evi¬ 
dence was strong enough to re¬ 
sult in a conviction. At the time 
the prosecutor elected not to go 
forward with the trial involv¬ 
ing the child. 

The Prince Georges County 
Circuit Court, on November 14. 
1990. convicted Arthur Phillip 


Endres, 11. of 22 Ridge Road on 
several charges of sexual child 
abuse. In January 1991, a ten- 
year sentence was suspended 
along with conditions that En¬ 
dres remain under home deten¬ 
tion and stay away from the 
child he molested and other girls 
under age 18. However, on De¬ 
cember 9 he was before the Dis¬ 
trict Court, and pleaded no con¬ 
test to charges that he called the 
child’s home several times since 
his conviction. Still to be deter¬ 
mined is whether the telephone 
calls or his visits to St. Hugh’s 
School will be considered viola¬ 
tions of the probation agreement. 

According to the Prince 
Georges Journal. '“Defense At¬ 
torney Jonathan Katz said he 
plans to appeal” the sentence-
